(Second of a four-part series on the burglary 
problem in Lower Bucks County.)

On the average, two burglaries were commit­ 
ted in Lower Bucks County every day of last year. 


What’s more, it will be worse in 1965 and worse 
in 1966. Burglary, already the most frequent crime 
in the United States, is rapidly increasing in fre­ 
quency. 


Day after day, we are losing more and more 
of our property to burglars, our insurance rates 
are climbing and, what is much worse, more and 
more of our youngsters are getting their first bap­ 
tism into m ajor crime through this avenue. 


Bristol Township police investigated 201 burg­ 
laries in 1963. In 1964 the number increased to 217. 


Cash Value 


What is worse, the estimated cash value of the 
burglarized goods leaped from $28,731.28 in 1963 to 
$47,304.05 in 1964, in Bristol Township alone. 


Most of this higher loss was due to the de­ 
predations of one man, who has been captured 
and sent to prison, according to the Bristol Town­ 
ship police. 


But as sure as taxes and death, another master 
burglar will be back. 


Capt. R. M. Brophy, head of the Major Thefts 
Unit in Philadelphia, has a list of 14 men he is 
sure are burglarizing with impunity and frequency 
in the tri-state Pennsylvania-New York-New Jersey 
area. As soon as he can get enough evidence against 
any of them he will make an arrest. 


They Will Be Soon 


Six of those 14, he says, live in Lower Bucks 
County. If they’re not operating in our midst now, 
they will be soon.
